Too many <if this class of people are com- 
ing into this new countiy with false views 
of life, gained porliaps, unhappily, from 
their own bitter exjiurience in the old. 
We want no socialistic views transplanted 
here, and the only way to [irevent it is to 
act with thu same uiiliesitatiiig justice as 
has chanicterized the I'liitiMl .States au- 
thorities. The crime of which they were 
guilty W!ia a dastardly one, and its recital 
lilled the world with horror. Justice will 
be meted out to them.

FINE MANNERS. 

No ono who has any appreciation of 
grace and beauty in nature or in art can 
fail to recognize the cliarin iif tine man- 
ners in an individual.

theni." It is liridoiibto'dly true that tho 
presence of tine manners, whether it be in 
the home or the social circle, in the work sho[) 
or the counting-room, in the visit of char- 
ity or the halls of legislation, lias an im- 
inediato oll'ect of reproducing itself, in 
diffusing happiness, in developiiig tho 
faculties, antl in eliciting the boat that is 
in eveiybody. Many persons recognizing 
this jiowor and feeling this charm, desire 
greatly to jiossess it, iiiid to this end they 
assume a mitnnt'ri.nn that is as far remov- 
ed from really line inaiiuers ,is any other 
counterfeit is from the reality it imitates. 
Maimers may be either a revealer or a 
concealier of the true metal or nuiral oon- 
dilion of a man.

If tine 
manners rciiuire the expression of tho 
good, thoy oiiually demand the repres.sion 
i>f the evil, .\iiger, heat, exaggeration, 
violence, ill-nature, seltishness, an- all 
foes to good manners. Sell-conI rol and 
self-respect will diminish them by 
forbidding them U> vent tliemselves. 
Kept ui subjection, thoy will siil>- 
side; allowed free expression, they 
will become intolerable. The presenet; of 
good maunors is nowhere niort? needed or 
more elt'octivo than in the hi.useliold. and 
perhaps iiowdioru more rare. Wherever 
familiarity exists there is a tendeiioy to 
lose the check u]ion selfish conduct, which 
the ])resence of stnmgers involuni.irily 
produces. Mimy persons who are kind 
and courteous in eoinpaiiy, are rude and 
careless with those whom tiuy love best. 
lOiiierson says, "'( ioud manners are- made 
lip of potty sacriliees," and cert.ainly 
nothing can more tiun-oughly secure the 
harmony and peace of the family circle 
than the habit of making small sacriliees 
one for another. Children thus learn 
good manners in the best and most na- 
tural w;iy, and habits thus aci|uired will 
never leave thom. Cciurte.sy and kindness 
will never lose their power or their charm, 
and while all spurious imitations of thmn 
are to be despised, their real presence 
should be honored and cherished by .til.

The iiiteie;it 
that hud been awakened in the iniartz 
leilges was too great, and their nunibor 
and cliariictor too generally known, t,o 
permit of any other view than timt Cari- 
lioo would become a vast field of mining 
industry. To that end a railway would 
greatly contribute, and it was in tho iii- 
toieat« of the Dominion as well as of tho 
province, that one should speedily be 
liuilt, for eastern as well as provincial 
goods winild find a market among the 
thouaands of people who eventually would 
find ompl(>yinent in the iiiinoral districts 
of Curiboo. He hoped tho Dominion gov- 
ernment would send competent mining 
engiiieoin into the dist;iet to report whe- 
ther tho building of a milwaj' would ho 
justitled. Uo would not four what the 
report would bo. It could not bo other- 
wise than favorable to a railway, [t was 
the eariiost wish of the present adminis- 
tration — as it hatl been of tho last to 
see a railway constructed and, notwitli- 
ataiiding tho great dithculties In tho way 
and tho inability of tho provinca of itaolf 
to construct the road, he hoped that a 
practical project would soon be forwarded: 
ilr. Davie then referred to the kind wel- 
oouie ho and Mis. Davie had everywhere 
received, and again thanked the ileputa- 
tion for thoir address and for the Inuid- 
somo speoimons which they had preaentud 
to Mrs. Davie.
